An  Act  to  extend  certain  portions  of  the  Police  Act,  J86I  to  the 
Town  and  Suburbs  of  Calcutta . 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  io  extend  certain  portions  of  the  Police 
Ac l,  1 86 1 as  amended  by  [he  Police  Act  (1861)  Amendment  Act,  1 895,  to 
the  Town  and  Suburbs  of  Calcutta,  subjeet  to  the  modifications  hereinaf- 
ter appearing  ; 

And  whereas,  the  said  Acts  having  been  passed  by  ihe  Governor 
General  of  India  in  Council,  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Governor 
General  has  been  obtained,  under  section  5 of  the  Indian  Councils 
Act,  1 892,  co  the  passing  of  ihis  Act; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

1,  ( I)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Calcutta  Police  Act,  1 898  ; 2* 


(2)  ( Commencement. ) — Rep.  by  s.4  and  the  Third  Sch.  of  the  Amend* 

ing  Aat  1003  (I  of  1903). 

2.  The  portions  of  the  Police  Acl,  1 86 1 as  amended  by  the  Police 
Act  (1 861)  Amendment  Acl,  1895,  which  are  specified  in  the  first  column 
of  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  are  hereby  extended,  subject  to  the  modifica- 
tions set  forth  in  the  second  column  of  that  Schedule,  to — - 

(!)  the  town  of  Calcutta,  as  defined  in  section  3 of  the  Calcutta 
Police  Act,  1866,  and 

(2 ) the  area  to  which  3[the  Calcutta  Suburban  Police  Act,  1 866]  for 
the  time  being  applies  by  virtue  of  any  notification  published  under 
section  1 thereof.
